done without an Altar :. But an Altar 
and a true Sacrifice have ſuch relation 
together,” that the one cannot be found 
witflout the other. For to Sacrifice, ſig- 
nifies properly in Hebrew, Greek, Latin, 
En i, &c. to Kill and Deſtroy; as the 
Bulls and Goats were deſtroyed in the 
+ Old Law : And in the general conſent 

of all the Divines, the word Sacrifice {1g- 

nifies, A viſible thing offer'd to God only, 

by a lawful Prieſt, where ſome real or mi- 
| ſtick change # made in the thing offer d. In 
this Definition are obſcurely compre- 
hended ſeveral things, which we thall 
explain. at length ; viz. The end for 
which. the Sacrifices are offered, the 
Hoſt, the Prieſt, the Altar, the outward 
Ceremonies, and the inward diſpoſitions 
of the Aſſiſtants. 

Now, as for the word Maſs, it is de- 
rived from the verb mitzo; for the word 
miſſa, is the very ſame as miſſio. .. 

But to underſtand this, we muſt 
know, That when the Latin Tongue 
began to be corrupted at the decay of 
the Roman Empire, the Latins uſed often 
to ſay, miſſs tor miſio, which ſignifies 
ſending. And the word remiſſa for remiſ- 
fo, is often to be found among the Wri- 
ters of thoſe times; Diximmn de remiſſe

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Of the ends of Sacrifees. _F 
That is, the Sovercignty. he hath ovet 
his Creature : For he depends on him 
both in Creation and Preſeryation. He - 
hath no right to exiſt before he iſſued 
from Nothing : and being not yet in Na- 
ture, could have-no pretenhons of aſpi- 
ring either to Grace or Glory, | Being 
now brought. from Non-Entity, he de- 

ends {till upon his Sovereign”, "nor 
could he be able to ſubliſt one moment 
without aſſiſtance from him. Now his + 
Preſeryation 1s a conſequence of his ' 
Creation, The ſame Power that pro- + 
duceth him, preſerves him; for let bur 
God ceaſe to preſerve him, and he in- 
{tautly moulders into nothing. Depen- - 
dency therefore and Servitude make one 
part of his Efſence. And this was the 
firſt motive that invited Man to offer : 
up Sacrifices, as a publick acknowledg- 
ment of God's Power. 

Bur ſince we revolted againſt God by 
the Sin of 44am, we are forced to offer 
Sacrifice to his offended Juſtice, Firſt 
to pacify his Wrath drawn upon-us by 
our Pride and ingratitude. Next to ac-. 
knowledge the dependency we have of 
him, to do the good we are bound to 
perform, and ſo continually to beg for 
the. ſuccour of his Grace :* So that here” 
B 3 are 
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"his aſſiſtance, according 
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Of the ends of Sacrifices. 


are four ſorts of Aftions, 'which in the 
condition we are in, ought to. be the 
continual employment of our life; wiz. 
1. To honor Gods being of himſelf. 
2. To ſatisfy his Juſtice. 3. To thank 
him for his Benefits. 4. Io implore 
to the neceſſity 
we have of it. Theſe Four Duties God 
commanded the Jews, by the mouth of 
his Servant Moſes, to perform, in offe- 
ring up to him four ſorrs of S:crifices, 

he firſt was the Burnt-Offering " 


where the Hoſt was wholly conſumed 


by Fire. The fecond was the Hoft of 
Expiation, or Atonement for Sin. TI he 
third and fourth were called Peace-Offe- 
rings; of which the one was offercd in 
Thankſgiving for ſome Bencfit re- 
ceived, and in fign of a Joyfull Union,

Bur in regard” that ſince his 
Fall, Man is defiled by Sin, 'and conlſe- , 
quently is unworthy to be the Hoſt, and 
to be offered to him; God makes the ſe- 
cond Perſon of the Trinity to afſume our 
human Nature ; that by this means, 
being velted with a Body, he might in-- 
ſtead of defiled Man, ns a pure.,; 
and immaculate Hoſt ; not only com- 
prehending in one, bur tranſcending all 
thoſe of the Old Law; ' thereby to ho- 
nor God the Father, and to reconcile 
us to him by his Holineſs and Innocen- 
cy, Heb. 12. 1%.

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But in their place he aſſumed to his ſer- 
vice the Tribe of Levi, Num. 3. 51. 
But in the Law of Grace, St. Peter, 
1 Ep. 2.5. calls all Chriftians, An Order 
of holy Prieſts, 2vho are to offer to God ſþtvi- 
zual Sacrifices, that may be acceptable to him 
by Feſws Chriſt, To underitand this 
rightly, we muſt remember, That as 
"there are two ſorts of Sacrifices, as We 
have diſtinguiſhed before, ſo there are 
= two ſorts of Priclthood. The one cx- 
- ternal and viſible; the other internal 
and inviſible, St. Thom. 2.44 2.4e, qt. 85. 
4. 4. The firſt of theſe belongs to ſuch 
as have been Ordaincd to Conſecrate 
and Offer at the Altar the Body and 
Blood of Chrift, in quality of publick 
Miniſters. -But the ſecond 15 common 
to, all the living Members of the

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If then the Prayers of the Maſs are 
common tous with the Prieſt, who can 
doubt, but that uniting our mouths and 
hearts joyntly with them, they mult 
needs be wonderfully efficacious, for the 


obtaining from God the effect of our Pe- | 


titions ? 
Certainly all Chriſtians have an obli- 
ation to reflet more upon theſe great 
Truths, than uſually they do. For 
their Calling is ſo Holy, that not only 
when they affiſt at the Sacrifice of the 
Mafs, they are bound to perform the 
duty of Spiritual Pricſts, in offering up 
Chriſt with the Prieſt ; but their whole 
life ought to be a continual Sacrifice, in 
offering up themſelves as Hoſts, holy, 1: 
ving, and pleaſing to God, Rom. 12. 1. 
But foraſmuch as human frailty hin- 
ders this continual readineſs of ſacrifi- 
cing our ſelves, God will have us to re- 
ney it at leaſt, when we aſhit at Map.

Firſt, *it muſt be. Innocent , and' no» 
way guilty of ſin, of which it 1s the re- 
medy. Next it muſt be Rational, ro 
treat with God, and to ſpeak in the be-- 
half of Man, whoſe caulſc it appears in... 
Thirdly, ir muſt be Mortal, that it may 
undergo the puniſhment that ſin hath 
deſeryed , and thereby. ſatisfy the Di-- 
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i2 Of the Hoſt or Viltim. 


vine Juſtice. Laſtly, and above all, i 
mult of necefſity be finite, as is the ma- 
lice of fin; that ſo God's Honor may 
have a full reparation, and Man's Debr 
- be compleatly ſfatisfy'd. 

But foraſmuch as Chriſtians are the 
Images of Chriſt, which glorious title 
obliges them to imitate their Original, 
we mult ſacrifice our ſelves as he did, 
and become Viftims with him, as we 
are Prieſts with him, For Chriſt does 
not only offer himſelf here, as an Hof 
for us; but offers us at the ſame time 
with himſelf. As a Prieſt he offers for 
the whole Church, fo he likewiſe offers 
the whole Church together with him- 
ſelf. This. important Truth 1s clearl 
taught by the Great St. Auſtin, in theſe 
words; In boc Sacramento Fidelibis noto, 
quod frequentat Eccleſia, hoc idem demon- 
ffratur , quod. in ea Oblatione quam offert, 
op offeratur , Aug; .

did it typifie, in a particular manner, 
Chriſt in the Euchariſt, according to 
ſeveral of the Antient Fathers, ſuch as 
Turtullian, St. Cyprian, St. Gregory Nazi-

the Great, the Learned Rupertus, and 0- 
thers ; becauſe God.did not only enjoyn

Now that the Paſchal Lamb was ſuch 
a Commemorative Sacrifice, is evident 
from theſe words, You ſhall have tha day 
for a Monument ; and you ſhall celebrate it ſo- 
lemn to'the Lord, in your Generations, with 
an everlaſting obſervation, Exod. 12. 14. 
Keep this thing as a Law to thee, and thy 
Children for ever. And when your Children 
ſhall ſay to you, What i thu Religion ? You 
. ſhall ſay to thim, It is the Sacrifice of our 

Lords Paſſage,when he paſſed over the Honſes 
of the Children of Iſrael into Egypt, ſtriking 
the Egyptians, and delivering our Houſes , 
Exod. 12. 24. 

Neither was the Paſchal Lamb a *Sa- 
crifice only, as that of the Croſs , but it 
was alſo a Sacrament, as that of the Al- 

-tar. Now the difference between a Sa- 
crihce and a Sacrament, 1s, That in a 
Sacrifice, Man gives to God; and in a-Sa- 
crament,God gives to Man. T he I/aclites 
therefore _having offer'd up the Paſchal 
Lamb in a Sacrifice to God ; his Good- 
neſs returns it them in a Sacrament, and 
*"bids them as 1t were, . Feaſt and Rejoyce 
- before him, upon this ſacred Lamb.

Of the Preparation of the Offerers In 
General. 


Raycr 15 the moſt powerful means 
that 1s in Gods Church, to force 


(as Tertullian ſpeaks,) the Divine 
Majeſty not todeny us whatever we de- 
mand of him. And becauſe the Maſs 
is the prime and moſt effeftual of all 
Prayers; 1t1s therefore ſtiled by the Ho- 
ly Fathers, The Prayer of Oblation;, 1n 
which 1s contained the Principle, _

chief Inſtrument, and the Mediator of 
ail Gracc ; who alſo grants it asa Lord, 
and Maſter-like , ſets it awork in the 
Body of his Church. | 

Art Maſs, Chriſt Sacrificeth himſelf 
for cach of us, as often as we will, and 
thar is it that makes the Prayers we of- 
fer to God at Maſs ſo effeftual , that by 
the Oblation thereof, it is almoſt f- 
poſhble we ſhould be deny'd whatever 
we demand cither of him, or of his Fa- 
ther by him. Nay, one only of theie 
: Oblations would be ſufficient,1f we went 
- prepared to it as we ought. 

his makes me fear, both for my ſelt 

and for all thoſe that affiſt at Maſs ; bc- 
cauſe methinks one ſhould come with 
more Revyercnce, and with greater De- 
votion than uſually we do; for cxtraor- 
dinary Myſteries require extraordinary 
Preparations. Nor muſt they other- 
wiſe be approached unto, than with that 
reyerence Which is due to ſacred T hings. 
And we do but cxpole our ſelves to & 
indignation of Heaven, when we think 
ro partake of them, without that pre- 
paration, Which their ſtupendious Ho- 
lincls requires. 

That we may therefore hear Maſs 
with thoſe Diſpoſitions which o—_— 
ity 
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lity it is attended with, exaCQts; we muſt 
know, That as there are three ſorts of 
Sacrifices, viz. of Nature, of Moſes, and 
of Grace; there are likewiſe three ſorts 
of Preparations, formerly termed the 
Santtification of the Perſons, that were to 
offer and affiſt at the Sacrifice. | 
- The SanfCtihcation,in the Law of Na- 
ture, we find mentioned in Fob. 1. 4. 
where it 15 ſaid, That he ſanGified bu Chil- 
dren, before he offered up Sacrifices for 
them. But what Ceremonies they made 
uſe of at this firſt ſort of SanCtification , 
we find not Recorded. Yer we may 
well ſuppoſe it to have been ſome 
Religious Act, which right reaſon ſug- 
oeſted to rhem. 

The fecond ſort of SanCtification or 
Preparation of the Perſons before the Sa- 
crifice,we find in the firſt Book of Kings ; 
where the Prophet Samuel ſaid to the 
Maſters of Families, Icome to offer Sacri- 
fices to the Lord; ſanttifie your ſelves, and 
come with me, that I may offer ,, [(aiah then 
ſanfified by Children, and called them tothe 
Sacrifice, Chap. 16. 5. And this was þ- 
Legai Sunftificarion, which conliited for 
the moſt part in outward Ceremonies, 
as waſhing their Cloaths and their Bo- 
dies, Levit. 22, 6. Exod. 19. 10. In ab- 

_ {taining 
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ſtaining from Women,e>c.1 Kings 21. 4. 

and from touching unclean things, as 
dead Bodics, Worms, or ſuch Inic&s, 
Levit.22,4.5. In abſtaining from Wine, 
Levit. 10. 8. And in the going Barc-foot 
to the Altar, Exod. 30o. 9. 

The third fort of SanCtification, is 
that of the Chriſtian Offerers in the Law 
of Grace, which for the moſt- part is all 
interior, though ſometimes accompa- 
nicd with Watching and Faſting. 

And this interior SanCtthcation , 
conſiſts in ſequeſtring our Thoughts 
from worldly Cares and Buſineſſes, in 
conſidering with an Humble and Peni- 
tent Heart, the Religious Work weare 
about ; I have given you an example of Hu- 
mility , that you do even as I bave done, 
John 13. 15. And in ſanCtifying- our 
Souls with the Word of God and his di- 
vine Truths, San#:ifie.tbem in thy Truths : 
thy Word & Truth it ſelf, John 17. 17. For 
our Myſteries receive ſtrength and vigor 
' fromthe ſacred Writings. 

And indeed ,, the reading of Holy 
Scriptures 1s an excellent Preparation 
to this great Action, and to the cating of 
the Heavenly Bread. This, - Chriſt 
teaches inthe Goſpe],when iatcnding to 
give for the firſt time, his immortal and 
glorified 
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gforificd Body to his Diſciples, he pre= 
pared them thereto; kindling the fire 
of his Loveintheir Hearts by his words; 
Did not our hearts (ſaid they,) burn with- 
in its, while he talked with us by the way, 
Luke 23. 32. And where it 1s ſaid ut 
the A&s of the Apoſtles, T hat the Primi- 
tive Chriſtians conrinned #n the breaking 
of Bread, that is to fay;.1n the Commu- 
nton of the Sacrifice 5 Ir 1s alſo ſaid, 
That they contmued in the Dottrin of the 
Apoſtles, ACts 2. 42. 


The. Publick Apology. 
[ will enter, &c. pag. 43. 
TT H E Prieſt being veſted, comes'to 


the lower ſtep ot the Altar, where 

both he and the People confidering their 
own unworthineſs to aſfilt at ſuch fa- 
cred Myſteries, as knowing themſelves 
guilty of haman Frailties,or hidden and 
tecrct Sins, they begin to implore his 
Mercy, in rehearſing together ſeveral 
Praycrs, which were antiently ſtiled A- 
pologics. They were ſo called, becauſe 
the Prieſt and the People dothereby.ex+ 
| - cule 
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cuſe themſelves, and make their Apo- 
logy for preſuming to offer up their Sa- 
Cr1Hce. 

Several kind of theſe Apologies are to 
be ſeen in the antient Liturgies,collefted 
by Menardizs, They conſifted chiefly in 
ewo things; in Plalms,and publick Con- 
+ feſſion: And though theſe two parts va- 
F . ricd in moſt Churches, yet all of them 
| aimed at the ſame end; that is, to ac- 
knowledge their own unworthineſs. 


This firſt Ceremony of the Prieſts 
ſtanding off from the Altar , with the - 


humble Publican, 1s to teach us,to make 
our approaches to God, and to his holy 
Altar, in a way worthy of himſelf; and 
that we may underſtand the great dan- 
_ ger we incur by diſpleaſing fo dreadful 

_ a Majeſty, to whom Abraham lookin 

upon himſelf as Duſt and Aſhes, dur 
hardly preſume to ſpeak, Gen. 18. 27. 
The Prieſt then reflefting within him- 
felf,. that the Altar repreſents to us 
Chriſt, and Chriſt glorified; awakes as 
it were his Faith, and by an awful fear 
makes him look upon the Altar, as Ado- 
fesx and 'the Children of Trael did -upon 
Mount Sinai, in Thunder and Light- 
ning; of which the Scripture ſays, The 
whole Mountain was terrible, Fxod. pl 8. 
OW 
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Now, ſeeingghe Altar repreſents ro-- 
us Cariit lorifid, as after his Reſurre-" * 
Etion ; we muſt look upon it as repre- 
ſenting him ſuch, and according to the 
draught he hath given us of himſelf in 
that Condition, and as he appeared to 
his beloved Sr. Fohn the Evangeliſt , in 
the Ifle of Parmos ; where;on a ſuddain, 
he heard a Voice that bid him write 
what he ſaw. - And at the ſame time he 
perceived ſeven golden Candleſticks , 
ard in the mid(t of them a Man full of 
Majeſty-, and clad in a- Prieſtly Veſt- 
ment, girt with a Golden Girdle. - His 
Hair was white as Snow, his Eyes 
ſparkling like Fire, his Face ſhined like 
the Sun at noon : He had a Sword in his 
Mouth ; he held in his right Hand ſe- 
ven Stars; and when he ſpake;his Voice 
was like the noiſe of a great multitude of 
Waters. And doubtleſs this Man was 
Chriſt riſen and glorious, as all the Cir- 
cumſtances evince It. | 
This certainly is a divine Figure, and 
worthy of God made Man, become"tm- 
mortal and glorious. None but God 
could have fo depainted himſelf ro us. 
We could, tis true, have repreſented to 
our ſelves Chrift born-in a Manger , his 
leading a poor _ and: dying. naked 
4 


upon 
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wpon a Croſs, becauſe mm theſc particu- 


lars he acted as Man. Burt as he is now _ 


riſen full of Glory , even in his Huma- 
nity, wc could not frame in our Minds 
any Shape that could truly repreſent 
Him. - This Figure is truly admirable, 
in that it is the Picture of Chriſt drawn 
by bimſelf, which renders vifible and 
ſenſibleto us, his inviſible and ſpiritual 
manner of reliding on the Altar. 

Let us therefore refle& on the wiſdom 
of the Church,in ordering this Ceremo- 
ny, of the Prieſts beginning Maſs at a 
diſtance from theAltar thereby to ſtrike 
us in an awful reſpect thereof. Here be- 
fore any nearcr approach,he repcatsthe 
Plalm Fadica me, Des, by which he begs 
robe deliverd, by the aſhſtance of Gods 
comfortable Light, from his fears of 
Gods Wrath, and that he may be ad- 
mitted to the Altar.

the Maſs. For this Introit or Ingreſſa, as 
the Ambroſians call it, always contains in 
brief the {abject of the Maſs; that is, 
the peculiar Solemnity of the Day,whe- 
ther a Sunday ar Holy day; only with 
this difference, that. ſometimes 1t con- 
tains it licerally and clearly, and at. o- 
ther times myſtically and obſcurely. 
This Introit is to. the reſt of the Maſs 
' for that day, as the Text is to: the reſt 
of the Sermon, containing it all in few 
words. Iris in reſpe& of the: Office of 
the Maſs, as the Invitatory is to the Of- 
fice of the Breviary. Letus take for in- 
ſtance, the Invitatory of the bleſſed T ri- 
nity ; Come,let us adore one true God in Tri- 
nity,and Trinity in Unity. Now,be pleaſed 
but. to con{ider this Introit of the Maſs of 
the Blefled Trinity, and confer it with:

A Fter the Kyrie eleiſon, or the Angeli- 


cal Hymn,the Prieſt turns towards 
the People, and falutesthem, ſaying, Do- 
minus vobiſcum, that is, Our Lord be with 
you. By which words of the Prieſt , 
Chriſt is underſtood to ſalute psby him, 
as defiring to be with us till the end of 
the World, Mat. 28. 21. thereby to 
. Unite us to himſelf . and make us his 
living Temples, in receiving the blefſed 
Euchariſt, as the Angel ſaid to the cver 
blefted Virgin Mary, Our Lord #x with 
zbee, before Chriſt took Flcſh in her 
Womb, Luke 1. 28. 

This Dominus wvobiſcum is a token of 
Peace and Communion, and fo there- 
fore often repeated; and particularly 
after the Kyrie eleiſon,or Gloria in Excelſis, 
to diſpoſe the People to pray for a tur-

OW, the Prieſt comes to the pub- 
lick Prayer, ſtiled by the Church, 
The Colle, derived from Colligere, to ga- 
ther ; becauſe the Prieſt repreſents to 
God the neceſſities of the Church, its 
Dangers, or Vows and Deſires, as it 
were gather'd together. Bur before he 
begins, he excites both himſelf and the 
People thereto, ſaying, Oremus, Let us 
pray : At which warning, it was the 
cultom formerly of all that were pre- 
ſent, to fall to their Prayers in ſilence; 
and after a little while, the Prieſt col- 
lefting. as it were ; all the Vows and 
Prayers of the People into a ſhort one, 
ſaid it afterwards in a loud Voice, as an 
Embaſſador ſent from the People to 
God the- Father, to preſent him their 
Addreſſes. Now we are Embaſſadors for 
Chriſt, 2 Cor.5.21. Where in the name 
of all the Aſſiſtants, the Prieſt negotiates 
Afﬀairs of higheſt importance. 
On Faſting days ,the Pricſt ſed to bid 
them kneel down at their Prayers, ſay- 
ing, Flefamas genua, And after a little 
while,the Deacon bad them riſe, ſaying, 
Levate : After which the Prieſt ſaid the 
Colle&, to the end that by the multitude 
of 
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of their Prayers in one, they might be - 


rendred more effeCtual to move God to 
orant their Petitions : And at laſt he 
concluded as we now do this publick 
Prayer or Colle, in thename of Chriſt 
our Mediator, as he himſelf bids us, ſay- 


ing, Whatſoever ye demand of my Father in - 


my nameghe will grant it to you, John 16.22.

part out ofthe New ; and cſpecially out 
of the Epilitles of St. Paul, from whence 
_ thi Leſſon takesthe name of Fp1le. 


TT his 
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This Leſſon. called the Epile, - is an. 
Expoſition. at. length of the. Myſtery, 
mentioned in the Introit. This Expoli- 
tion is not always Literal, but often-Al- 
legorical, Myſtick, or Tropological: As - 
for inſtance, this Epiſtle or Leflon of the 
Bleſſed T rituty ,, beginning, Brethren , 
rejoyce, be perfett ; Mylitically inſtruQs us, . 
that the 'Crinity contiſts in Three Di-. 
vine. Perſons here mentioned, the Fa- 
ther, the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt. 

This reading of the Holy Scriptures - 
at the Celebration of the Sacrifice of the 
Evangelical Law, is derived from the Old; 
where in Exodws 24. 7. we find that 1Me- 
ſes took the Volume of the Law , and 
read it before the Altar, where they of- 
fered Holocauſt and Peace-Offerings, 2 Ez- 
dra 8. 8, & 4. 

They that haye the: Carhbolick Teſta- 
ment, may do well to read over the 
Epiſtle and Goſpel of the day, before they 
go to Maſs, and to reflect upon them 
while the Prieſt reads-the Epuſtle at the 
Altar;

A? after all the Leſſops read in the 
Church, there is always ſaid a Ref- 
,— ponfory 5 


i. 
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ponſory ; ſo likewiſe to this Leſſon of 
the Epiſtle, is there added a Reſponſo- 
ry, called the Gradual; becauſe it was 
ſung while the Deacon came ſolemnly 
attended from the Altar, and went up 
the high Pulpit, (the word Gradual (ig- 
nifies a ſtep or degree,) there to read the 
Goſpel, the better to be heard through- 
out the Church : Preach you on the top of 
Houſes, what hath been ſaid to you in your © 
ear, Mat. 10.' 27. 

This Gradual Reſponſory,isalways ſome 
pithy Verlicle of a Pſalm, in praiſc'and. 
thankſgiving to God for the Bleſſings 
imparted to us #1 the Leffon of the Maſs. 
This we may ſee in the Gradual of the 
Trinity, where Benedi&us es Domine, 8c. 
is thrice repeated, we thereby bleſſing 
the Sovereign and independentBeing of- 
the Three Divine Perſons. 


The Book removed. 


Hilſt the Prieſt bows down in the 

middle of the Altar, the Book: 
is turn'd to the other ſide , according to 
theſe words, ſaid to the reprobate Fews. 
To you we were enjoywd firſt, to ſpeak the 
word of God : but becauſe you repel it, and 
Judge your ſelf umworthy of ev-rlaſt ing ies 


bebo 
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behold we turn ts the Gentiles , for ſo our 
Lord commanded us, ACts 13.46. Let us 
from hence learn not toſlight the admo- 
nitions of Gods Minilſters, leſt the word 
of God be quite raken from us at laſt : 
Peccatoribus pans veritatis amarus eſt, Aug, 
in Pf. 5. Let us therefore humbly crave 
a true, tractable and humble Spirit , to 
admit good Counſel, and Gods divine 


Inſpirations, leſt for repelling the ſame, 
we be juſtly abandon'd by God.

| H= is read the Goſpel, which is the 


moſt excellent Preparation for dif- 
poling our ielyes to the offering of this 
great Sacritice of the New Law. For it 
15 not only a fuller and more lively Ex- 
poſition of what was glanced at in- the 
Introit ; but it contains for the moſt part 
fome exemplar paſſage of our Saviours 
own Actions. T he Goſpel, fay the Ho- 
ly Fathers,. is the mouth of Chriſt, by 
which, though fitting in Heaven', he 
ſpeaks continually on Earth. - The pre- 
cepts of the Goſpel, ſaith St.C yprian, are 
the Food of our Hearts. In this Book 
we find a Light to lead us, Strength to 
uphold us, and Remedies to cure us. 7 
3s 
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ts a wholſom Sacrifice to attend to the Com- 
mandments, Ecclel. 35. 2. 

And becauſe the Tranſlation of all 
the Goſpels throughout the whole Year, 
would have made this Book of a great 
bulk ; I have only inſerted ſome few of 
its choiſelt Maxims, which the Reader 
.may refle& upon while the Goſpel 1s 
reading, and order our Lives according- 
ly , for by theſe Rules it is that we ſhall 
be undoubtedly Judged. Theſe Maxims 
are as many Leflonsgiven us by Chriſt, 
whom the Eternal Father bidsus harken 


to, as to our only Maſter and true Dor- . 


ctor. Hear ye him, Mat. 17. 5. Now you 
are clean, for the word which 1 have = 
to you, John 15. 3.. But.upon the ſolema 
days of the Myſteries of Chrifmas , 


Eaſter, &c. ] would adviſe the Reader | 


tocall to mind the Hiſtory thereof , as 
alſo to make ſome reflection on the Life 
of the Saint, whoſe Feaſt is celebrated.

ſhew our reverenceto Chriſt, as it were 
preſent and teaching us. 2. To ſhew 
our ſelves ready Diſciples of Chriſt , 
whether to hear his DoCftrin, or to pur 
it in praCtice. 3. To ſhew our ſelves 
* asSouldiers under Chriſt our General 
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and that we take the Arms for gur ſpt- 
ritual Combar, from the Faith and Do-

The Preparation of the Bread : 
and Wine for the Sacrifice : 


Anſwering to the ſecond Con- 
dition required for a Sacrifice in 
the Old Law, viz. The Santtifica- 
tion of the Hoſt.

Of this Preparation in general. 


Itherto concerning the Inſtru&i- 
on of the Faithful, and of the 
Maſs of the Catechumens, as they 
antiently called it. Now follows the 
Maſs of the Faithful, which begins here, 
and contains T hree Parts. 1. The Of- 
fertory. 2. The Conlecration. 3. The 
Communion. 
_ Having therefore prepared the Offer- 
ers for worthy afliſting at the Sacrifice, 
we come now to prepare the intend- 
cd /iFim, and make it fit to be preſented 
[0 
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to the divine Majeſty; where by the 
way, we muſt note, That this Second 
Part is no more efſential tothe Sacrifice, 
than the Firſt ; both of chem varying in 
ſeveral Churches, as being but Ceremo- 
nial Preparations to the Sacrifice. And 
this our Second is the Firſt Part among 
the Greeks, who perform it with great 
Pomp and Ceremonies, far bond the 
Latms. 

This Part of the Maſs, correſponds 
to the ſecond Condition required for a 
Sacrifice in the Moſaical Law, viz. The 
Santification of the Hoſt. And this San- 
Eification of the Victim required four 
Conditions: The firſt of which was , 
the Perfe&ion of the Hoſt ; which Per- 
fetion excluded all blemiſhes : If it hath 
a ſpot, or it be lame, or blind, or deformed in 
any part, or weak, it ſhall not be ey to 
God, Deut. 15.21. The ſecond was a 
ſeparation and diſengagement of it from 
the Dominion of Man; by which the 
Vittim being dedicated to God, could 
no longer be employed in any prophane 
uſe, Exod. 25. 5. The third was a ſu- 
pcrnatural SanCtification, which elevat- 
cd the Victim above its own Nature, 
and ſtamp'd it with a divine Charadter. 
The fourth was an obligation to die F 
an 
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and to be deſtroy'd ; this laſt being efſea- 
tial to a Sacrifice. 


The Ofertory. 
Bleſſed be God, p. 59; 


Fter the Creed and the Goſpe! , the 
Prieſt ſays the Anthem, called the 
Offertory; becauſe antiently it was lung 
while the People brought and offere 
ro God Bread and Wine for the Sacri- 
fice, or Mony for the maintainance of 
the Miniſters of the Altar , ſaying, Al 
things come ar thee, and of thy own we 
give thee, 1 Paralip. 29. 14. 

This our Offertory in the New Law, 
anſwers to the perfe&tion of the Victim 
-required in the Old. For it is of the beſt 
Wheaten Bread ,withont Leven ; Leyen 
being a ſymbol of Corruption and 
ImperteCtion ; Purge out therefore the old 
Jeven, faith the Apoltle, 1 Cor. 5.7. The 
form or Figure 1s a Circle, that being 
accounted rhe moſt perfect of all Fi- 
gUres. 


All who were to receive, came and 


preſented Bread to be Conſecrated , to 
{ignific thereby, That they were united 
to Chrilts Body ; and that they would 

con- 
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continue in that” Union both with him 
and with all the Faithful , who are bur 
one and the ſame Bread, among them- 
ſelves'and with Chriſt, and receive the 
Euchariſt to be ſetled and confirmed in 
thistruth. In the Galican Church, their 
Pain beny is now in uſe, inſtead of that 
antient Offering. - , | 


' The Bread dedicated for Sacrifice, 
Accept, O holy Father, p. Gt. 


T HE Prieſt having taken poſſeſſion 
- of the Gifts and Offerings marked 
with the Sign of the Croſs, as the Egyp- 
tians ſtamped their Victims with the 
Figure ofa Slave ſtabbing himſelf,(faich 
Plutarch in Iſis & Ofis,) he now preſents 
them to God the Father, holding up 
the Hoſt upon the Silver Paten, accord- 
ing to Gods expreſs command, ſaying , 
Thou ſhalt ſanfifie them, holding them up be- 
fore the Lord, Exod. 29. 22. | 
By this Oblation the Bread is dedicat- 

ed ro God, and fo becomes diſengaged 
from the Dominion of Man, and is no 
longer ſuffered ro be imploy'd in anv 
prophane uſe. -The like is co beunder- 
ltood of the Wine. 1008 this Ceremo- 
ny 
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ny anſwers to the ſecond Condition re- 
quired in the Old Law, for the SanCti- 
fication of the Hoſt. Ay Bread for my 
Sacrifices, ſhall yon obſerve to offer to me, un 
their due ſeaſon, Numb. 28. 2. 

To avoid Confuſion, note, T hat this 
Oblation here made, is only a Ceremo- 
nial Oblation of the Gifts, that is, of the 
Bread and Wine deſigned for the future 
Sacrifice; and not the great Oblation 
eſſential to the Sacrifice, which is made 
of the precious Body and Blood of Chriſt, 
immediately after the Conſecration. 


The Water Bleſſed. 
O God, who, p. GI. 


HE Prieſt having put the Wine 

into the Chalice,ſaying this Prayer 
he mingles a little Water with the ſai 
Wine. And this Mixture is termed b 
the Church, a great Myfery, as theſc 
words of the Prayer import ; Per bujws 
eque & wvini Myſterinm, and that with 
very good reaſon. For this Mixture of 
Wine and Water, is an expreſs ſymbol 
of the Fruit principally intended in this 
Sacrifice, which is the Union and Par-

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ſhare at the Alrar with Chriſt, if they 
expett to be:made partakers of his Glo- 
ry in Heaven, as theſe ſame following 
words of the fame Prayer intimate to 
us, Danobs per buyus aqua & wvini Myſe- 
rium , ejus Divinitatss eſſe conſortes. For 
the Wine repreſents Chriſt, and the 
Water the People. - Nor is this compa- 
ringthe People ro Water, a groundleſs 
{1militude , but warranted our of the 
Apocalypſe, where the Angel faid to 
St. John, Theſe waters which thou haſt ſeen, 
are People and Nations, Apoc. 17.15, & 1. 

Saint Cyprian hath a long Letter to 
Ccilianm, concerning this Ceremony , 
The Water (faith he,) ſignifies to us the Peo- 


ple, and the Wine our Saviour Chriſt : And 


when Water is mingled with Wine in the Cha- 
lice, it us to ſhew that the Faithful are united 
with Chrift , in whom they believe. 21nd 
as the Wine and Water are ſo united and 
mingled together in the Chalice, that they be- 
come inſeparable ; ſo nothing can ſeparate the - 
Faithful, that w, the Church, from our Sa- 
viour Chriſt. 

The Prieſt therefore ought not to conſecrate 
Water alone, nor Wine p! 2 : For ſhould be 
conſecrate Wine alone, the Blood of Chriſt 
would be without us; and if the Water were 
alone; then ſhould we be without Chriſt.

T heſe weighty words of Saint Cyprian 
ſufficiently inform us, That by this Ce- 
remony of mingling Water with the 
Wine, a great Myſtery is intimated to 
us. For in this Action, Chriſt unites 
himſelf with all the Church in two 
ways, which may ſeem perhaps 
incredible ro thoſe that are little ac- 
quainted with the Myſteries of our 
Religion. For in the Maſs he offers his 
natural Body for the whole Church ; 
and together with his natural Body, he 
ofters the whole Church, which is his 
Myſtical Body. 

This Doftrin is aſſerted by that moſt 
Eminent DoCtor of the Church, Saint 
Auſtin, whoſe words are too expreſs to 
be omitted ; Per hoc Chriſtus Sacerdos eſt, 
ipſe offerens, ipſe & oblatio, ejus ret Sacra- 
mentum quotidianum eſſe voluit Eccleſia Sa- 
crificium:;, que cum ejus capits corprs ſit, 
ſeipſam per ipſum, diſcit offerre. St. Aug. de 
Civit. Dei, lib. 10. cap. 20. And in the 
ſame Book he repcats it again in theſe 
terms, In Sacramento Altars Fidelibus noto 
ſrequentat Eccleſia, ubi eidem demonſtratur, 
quod in ea Oblatione quam offert, ipſa offe- 
ratur. Ibid. cap. 6. The 
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The Wine dedicated for Sacrifice. 
We offer unto thee. p. 61. 


HE Prieſt having offered the Bread 
in his owr-naine,-ſaying; Receive 
the Hoſt whichTrthy Servant offer, now 
he makes the Oblanon'of the Wine and 
Water i the name-ofallthe Aſfiſtants , 
ſaying;- Wevoffer unto thee; O Lord, 
the Chalice, ec. 'To fignifhe, that in the 
Water the Peaple offer up themſelves 
with Chrift,aswe have-ſaid above. And 
upon this account it is,that at High Maſs 
the Deacon repreſenting the People , 
holds up the Chalice with (the Prieſt , 
and at the ſame time pronounces the 
words Oferems, &c. which the Deaccn 
doth not at the Oblation of the Hoſt. 
: And for'as much as it is of great mo- 
ment, that this umportant Truth be 
well underſtood, let us conſult St. Paul, 
and he:will tell us how and in what 
manner we ſhall make this Offering of 
our ſelves, to the end it may be accep- 
table-to God. | 
© beſeeth you, (faith he tothe Romans.) 
that you give up your Bodies a living Sacri- 
crifice, holy and agreeable to God, Rom. 12.1.

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He calls it a Living Sacrifice, to diſtin- 

uiſh it from the Sacrifices of the Old 
Law, which were dead Beaſts; and al- 
fothat we might- not think, that he 
commands us to give up our Bodies in 
a bloody way. 

The Apoſtle likewiſe will have this 
Sacrifice of our Bodies to be Holy, that 
is, to be free from all ſport of fin, and 
chiefly of Impuriry ; For th#, continues 
he, « the Wall of God, that you be boly, and 
that you abſtain from Formication. And to 
offer up our Bodies by a continued 
Chain of good Works, to Gods honor 
and glory. Kt $100131 

After - Sacrifice of the Body, the 
Apoſtle exhotts us to the Sacrihce of 
our Mind, in the following words, Be 
you changed by the renewing of your Mind. 
And St. Au#tin teaches excellently well, 
how this renewing of Mind- is done ; 
Our Soul (ſaich hey) enflatned with the 
love of God, loſes the Shapethat world- 


ly Aﬀe@ions had imprinted on it, and 
" 1s changed and transformed as it were 
" into-God; Anima nyfra' ſit Sacrificium 
cum ſe refert ad Deum, ut igne amors accen- 
ſa, eique tanquam immutab1li forme ſubdita, 
reforrzetur. In Bpiſt. Joan. I radt. 2. 
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The third thing we are to offer to 
God is our Heart, as the ſame St. Paul 
continues to exhort us, laying, That jou 
may know what is the Will of God. By theſe 
words, teaching us to Sacrifice our Will 
to God, in ſubduing ir to his ; for an 
humble and penirtent Heart is an excel- 
lent Sacrifice in St. Auftins Judgment ; 
Humilitas cords Sacrificium eſt, Plal. 130. 
And indeed the Holy Ghoſt aſſures us 
by the Mouth of David, that an afflict- 
ed Spirir is the Sacrifice that God de- 
mands; A Sacrifice to God, w an affiified 
Spirit, Plal. 50. 19. 


Come, O Almighty. p. 63. 
TT E Prieſt having dedicated both 


the Bread and the Wine, he now 
Blefſes them with the ſ1gn of the Croſs, 
and calls upon the Holy Ghoſt, rhat he 
would vouchſafe to come and pive a 
fupcrnatural SanCtification, to the Ob- 
lations or Gifts deſigned for the Sacri- 
fice ; and this in the whole Maſs, is the 
only Prayer dire&ed to the Holy 
Ghoſt. 

This Ceremony anſwers to the third 
and fourth Conditions required ro the 
Viftim in the Old Law. For the Invo- 
G 4 cation 
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. cation of the Holy Ghoſt upon the Oh- 
lation, raiſerh it above its own Nature, 
by a ſupernatural SanCtification. And 
the obligation of deſtroying it tothe ho- 
nor of God, is denoted by the ſign of 
the Croſs, made upon the Offerings ; 
rhe Stamp of the Crols being a yiltble 
mark or {1gn of Death.

HE Oblarion of the Bread and 
Wine ' being made, the Prieſt 
waſhes Ins hands, in token of the exte- 
rior Purity and Cleanneſs, with which 
we ought to be preſent at this Sacred 
Myſtery. This Purity was figured in 
the Old Law, . by the brazen Veſſels 
made of the Womens Mirrors , Exod. 
38. 8. in whichthe Prieſts were to waſh 
themſelves before the Sacrifices, Exod. 
30. 18. For as the right uſe! of a Mir- 
ror 1s.to diſcover any Spots in the Face, 
or Indecency in the Dreſs; ſo in the

Duty of a Publick Miniſter , in 
preparing, dedicating, and preſenting 
to God the Father the aforelaid Obla- 
tions ; and calling tro mind his own un- 
worthineſs, he turns to the People, ſay- 
ing, Orate, Fratres, T hereby deſiring 
them to ratifie publickly by themſelves, 
what he hath done in their Name , 
which the People do, in ſaying, Suſcipiat 
Dominus, &C. in a loud Voice.

H E word Canon is Greek, and here 
ſignifies a ſtanding and ſerled Rule 


for 


_ cterna 
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for celebrating the divine Myſteries. It 


is very antient, and there is not a word 
in it that ſavors not of great Holineſs 
and Pjety. And the holy Council of 
Trent aſlures us, Sefſ. 22. cap. 4. That it 
is made np of our Saviours very words, 
of Apoeſtolical Traditions, and of the 
Decrees of Holy Biſhops. 

Nor indeed could it well conſiſt of 
words leſs weighty, ſince in all our Re- 
ligion , there is no Action more holy 
nor more acceptable ro God, than the 
ſacred Myltery of the Altar; which con- 
tains, in ſhort, all what God hath done 
- for us, and all the Duries and Homages 
weareto pay him. As allo, .it accom- 
pliſheth the ſtrict Union, which from 
. all eternity he would have with Man, 
by the Mediation of Chriſt our Re- 
deemer, who offering up himſelf to his 

| Father, from his firſt Entrance 
intothe World, deſigned to himſelf di- 
vers Ends in-his Qblation, viz. the Ho- 
mage he would pay him as to the Sove- 
reign Being , the Redemption of the 


World, &c. In like manner he- hath 


been pleaſed to diverſific his Sacrifice of” 


the Altar,according to theſe divers Ends 
and Effects for which hedefigned ir. And

Diptycks, which is a Greek word, {1gni- 
fies in Engliſh, A double Table, whereof 
one contained the Names of the Parithi- 
oners living,the other of thoſe that were 
deceaſed ; tor both which , Sacrifices 
were offered, and Praycrs made in the 
Church, ſaith St. Denns, Myſtica ſacra- 
rum Tabularum recitatio fit. But out of 
theſe were blotted the Names either of 
Excommunicated Perſons, or- for ſome 
notorious ſcandal giyen, Hence - is,

were prayed for publickly before they 
had done Penance; Offertur nomen eorum 
nundum prnitentia _ Cypr.

We therefore beſeech thee, p. 73. 


H ER E the Pricſt ſpreads his Hands 
over the Hoſt and Chalice. Now 
to underſtand this Ceremony, we nit 
know, that God commandeded Aaron - 
(Lewnt. 16. 20.) to Sacrifice a Goat for 
the expiation of the fins of the People, 
in this manner : Firſt, He bad him 
{ſpread his Hands over the Goat , there- ' 
by to {tgnifie, that he laid upon him the 
{ins of all the People, and then to turn 
him out into the Wilderneſs , there to 
be'devoiired by Wild Beaſts. 

By this Goat, the Church hath ever 
underſtood our Saviour Chriſt , who 
taking upon himſelf the ſins of Man- 
kitid, was turned out of Feraſalem, Cru- 
cified in-a Deſert place of Mount Catva- 
ry by the Fews, herein as _—— _ 
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Wild Beaſts. So here rhe Bread and 
Wine,over which,he, the Prieſt ſpreads 
his Hands, are the Hoſts upon which he 
lays,asit were,both-his own-and the {ins 
of rhe Pcople, that ir may be deſttoy'd 
in Sacrifice,in lieu of themſelves ; there- 


by to acknowled pour ſelves worthy of 


Death. Death being the: puniſhment 
wherewith God threatned Adam in caſe 
he ſinned. 

Nay, eyen the. Egyptians inſtru&ed by 
the light of Nature only, were of the 
ſame mind, when they ſtampt- upon 
their Vim the Picture of a Slave (tab- 
bing himſelf, as weimprint onthe Hoſt 
Chriſt Crucified... Apud -gyptios Vitti- 
. ma itturebathr ſipillo quodam, in quo effigies 
erat ſervi ſeipſum- gladio confodientis, Plut. 
in TJid. & Ofi.. To inform all the World 
that God ſparing.Man, gave him leave 
to ſacrifice other Creatures in his place 
and: ro charge them ' with :his-4in and

With this Ceremony 'of holding its 
hand over the Oblations., the :Pricit 
joyns words to'ithe ſame purpoſe'; bc- 
ſeeching God to be appealed by this (Ab-

ws the Devil.as the Feyptians repreſented

Blood in the Conſecration. For the holy. 


- Council of Trent hath defined, (Sefſ. 22. 
cap. 22.) T hat this is the Propitiatory or 
Expiatory Sacrifice, by the Oblation 
whereof, God the hikes being fully 
ſatisfy'd , and beſtowing on us grace, and 
the gift of Penance, remits ſins, though never 
ſo great and enormous. And as in the Con- 
ſecration of the Chalice,Chriſt ſaid that 
bis Blood was ſhed and offered for the remiſ- 
 fion of ſins, Mat. 16. 28. The Prieſt dai- 
ly repeats Chriſts own words in his 
| Name, 
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Name. As alſo at the firſt 2Memento, the 
Prieſt ſays, We offer this Sacrifice for he 
Redemption of our Souls. 

Yet it is not known to cvery one how 
this Expiation is performed; ſo won- 
dertul a way hath Chriſt choſen, to put 
himſelf in the fight of his Father, ina 
condition of a continual Objeft of Pro- 
pitiation for our {ins; for, knowing there 
1s nothing ſo proper to extinguiſh the 
Fire of Gods Wrath as Penance; he puts 
himſelf in the condition of a Penitent, 
hid under the /pecies of Bread and Wine. 
Nay, foreſceing that tothe Worlds end 
there will be ſinners,he likewiſe will re- 
main in that Condition to the ſaid end 
of the World, to allay his Fathers 
Wrath, and diſarm, as it were, his di- 
vine. Juſtice. 

Here the Prieſt comes tothe moſt no- 
ble Action of Religion , where in the 
name of all the Church, he makes an

God « # Father, as the firſt Principle, 
not only of all Creatures, but of the di- 
vine Perſons alſo proceeding from him,

The material Fire required in the Old 
Law. was but a Figure and Symbol of 
the ſacred Fire of Charity, with which 
we Chriſtians offer up the Holocauft of 
Love upon the burning Altar of our 
Hearts.

COMMEMORATION.

Do theſe things in memory of me, P. 75. 


His Sacrifice of the Altar, is to be - 
offer d perpetually in the Church, 

for the Commemoration of Chriſt, et- 
pronaly of his Paſſion; and prove a live- 
y repreſentation, exemplar, and form 
of his Sacrifice on the Croſs. Of this 
Oblarion once only offered on the Croſs, 
not only all other Sacrifices of the Law, 
were T ypes and Figures, but this of the 
Goſpel, though this is indecd ina more 
high, myſtick, and wonderful manner, 
than any other. For in them Chrilts 
Death was ſignified, as by reſemblance 
and fimilicude of external Creatures, 
and Bodies of brute Beaſts : Bur in this 
of the New Teſtament, his Body viſtbly 
Sacrificed on the Croſs, in and by the 
ſelf fame Body facrificed and immojat- 
cd in the Sacrament, and under rhe 
Shapes of Bread and Wine, is moſt 
nearly .and perfe&tly reſembled ; and 
therefore this is moſt properly Comme- 
H moratiyc, 
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morative, as moſt nearly expreſſing the 
very Condition, Nature, Efticacy,Sort, 
and'Subſtance of that on the Cros, ſay 
S. Ambroſe on 10. ad Hebr. and S. Chry- 
ſoſftom, Hom. 17. in Ep. ad Hebr. for which 
the Holy Fathers call it the ſelf ſame Sa- 
crifice, (tho' in another manner,) which 
was done on the Croſs, as it is the ſelf 
ſame thing that is offer'd on the Altar, 
and on the Croſs. 

We muſt not therefore think it not.to 
be Chriſts Body, becauſe it is a memo- 
rial, or remembrance of his Body on 
the Croſs, nor to be a true Sacrifice, bc- 
cauſe it is a Commemorative Sacrifice ; 
for as the thing which more lively re- 
preſents, is a better Figure than that 
which ſhadoweth it afar off. So this his 
Body on theAltar is a more perfeCt Ed ai 
of Chriſts Sacrifice than any other. 
Thus Chriſt himſelf, the Son of God, 1s 
a Figure and CharaQter of the Fathers 
Perſon, being, nevertheleſs of the ſelf 
ſame Subſtance. Thus again , Chrilſts 
Body transfigured on Mount Tabor, was 
a Figurc and Type of his Body glorified 
in Heaven , even ſo 1s his Body in the 


Sacrament, where his Body is in one , 


form, and his Blood in .another , the 
moſt perfect repreſentation of his Death 
that 
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that can be. And thus the Sacri- 
fice of the Altar is no leſs a true Sacri- 


fice, becauſe it 1s Commemoratiyc of 
Chriſts Paſſion.

onus. For true Piety confiſts in the Souls: 
grateful acknowledgment ; Dei cultus in 
hoc maxime conſtitutus eſt, ut anima ei non 
fit ingrata. St. Aug. lib. de Spir. & Lit.c.1 1. 
Nay, this Myſtery which St, Auſtin in 
the ſame place calls a true and wonder- , 
ful Sacrifice ; Veriſimum & ſingulare Sa- 
crificium, is named Euchariſt, which f1gni- 
fies Thankſgiving ; becauſe, here Chriſt 
as'our Sacrificed Vidim gives Thanks to 
God the Father, Gratias agens, 1 Cor. 
11. 41. for all his Benefits beſtow'd up- 
on us, knowing our inſufficiency in this 
behalf. 

For we have received from his boun- 
.tiful Hand ſeveral ſorts of Benefits, for 
which we are to return him thanks. 
Firſt, we haye received the benefits of 
Nature in thoſe of our Body, fiich as 
our Health, &-c.

' People proceed to the receivin 
of the Sacrament. But for as ach 
as in the Sacrifices of Peace-Offerings, a 
part of the Vi&im was ſect afide for the 
Offerers; it remains that we now ok 
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of Chriſt, not as a Sacrifice, bur as a Sa- 
crament; our blefſed Saviour out of his 
great love, having affociated rwo Sub- 
jets, which have ſo ſmall Relation 
each to other. | 

For as it is a Sacrament, 1t preſerves 
the Life of a Chriſtian ; and as 1t is a Sa- 
crifice,it engageth him to Death. Chrif 


© upon the Altar, being as well our Food 


as our Vi#im, where he offers up himſelf 
to his Father as an innocent Sacrifice, 
and gives himſelf to the Faithful as a 
dilicious Nouriſhment : And thus he ſa- 
tisfies both his Father and his Children, 
who are nouriſhed with that Blood, 
with which they were begotten upon 
the Crofs, -that fo they might be pre- 
ſcrved by the ſame Principle that gave 
thera Life. 

' Here God the Father having graci- 
oufly accepted of our divine YV:#im in a 
Sacrifice, liberally returns. it to us in a 
Sacrament, and bids us, as it were,Feaſt 
and rejoyce before him; Give, andit ſhall 
be given to you, Luke 6. 30. Hence we 
may ſee the main difference between a

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In this fourth and Sacramental Part 
of the Mafs, arc apply'd to us the Me- 
rits both. of the Sacrifice of the Croſs, 
and of the Altar; which laſt, here ſup- 
plies what was wanting to the firſt, {ance 

none then dideat of Chriſts mortal Bo- 
dy after the Conſummation and ſur- 
rendring his Life; ſo that ſome of the 
Figures of the Old Law were nat fulfil- 
led. in the Sacrifice of the Croſs. For 
the eating and Communion of the Vi&im 
did always ſucceed to the Conſummati- 
on of it, inthe Sacrifices of Peace-Offer- 


kags. 
Now the Communion of the Hoſt is 
further evidenced in ſundry Texts of 
Scripture. The Example of the Paſchal 
Lamb is unconteſtable; for after it had 
been ſacrificed by the whole multicude 
The whole multitude of the Children of I{rac 
ſhall Sacrifice him at Even, Exod. 12.6. it 
was eatett by. them. In this Lamb;.two 
things relating to this preſent purpoſe 
are to be conſidered : Firſt, The immo- 
lation of ir, which was a Figure of Chriſt 
on the Croſs. Secondly, The cating of 
it, which was a Figure of Chriſt in the 
Euchariſt. And this Figure ſeems ſo 
clear, ſo apt, and fo convincing as to the 
Sacrifice ofthe Altar,that I ſee not what 
can.

by his cating the Paſchal Lamb with hſs 
Diſciples, immediately before the Inſti- 
tution of the Exchariſ#, Let us therefore 
compare the Figures of the Old Law, 
with the preſent truth of the New. 

But betore we. come to the aCtual Col- 
lation of them, it will not be amiſs to 
make this ſhort refleftion. That ſince * 
the Euchariff is the Bread that fattens 
Souls,. 2s it is termed in the Church-Of- 
fice,Pinguis eſt pans Chriſti : How it comes 
to paſs, that Chriſtians draw fo little 
Fruit from ſo divine a Food,if we except 
a ſmall number of Souls, in whom the 
aboye-ſaid words are verified 2 Now if - 
. we examine the caufe of this great mis- 
fortune, I take it to proceed from the 
want of duc preparation , which is a 
kind of a prophaning the dreadful Hoſt, 
as the Church terms it. And indeed, 
ſeeing the Son of God depoſites all his 
Graces and Bleſſings in this Sacrament. 
we ought to come with real and ſolid 
Diſpolitions of Mind to receive him.” 


Our Father. p.' 81. 


Fc Prieſt at the lifting up the Hoſt 
and the Chalice, haying privately 
q grven 
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given to God all Honor and Glory; now 
breaks forth into, a publick Declarati- 
on of the fame : And yet our of a pto- 
found reſpeCt and awe , not daring to 
ſpeak to God with words of his own 
raming, he makes his Addrefles to the 
Ecertial Father, inthe very words of his 
beloved Son, ſaying ina lond Voice, Pa- 
ter noſter. For our LordsPraycr is the Salt 
and ſeaſoning of the. Sacrament, faith 
Darandus. And as in the Old Teſtament 
they offered no Sacrifice withour Salr, 
ſo neither in the New ought weto do a- 
ny Duty. to God without it; Dominica 
Oratioeſt [al & condimentum Sacrificii. Du- 
rand. Rationale, Lib. 5. cap. de Prima. 
And for as much as inthe firſt words 
of this divine Prayer, we call God our 
Father; the Prieſt confidering the great 
Honor we receive in this Title, and our 
own unworthineſs to be admirted to it, 
he declares, that if he preſumes to call 
God Father, it is becauſe that Chriſt 
himſelf hath commande1 and preſcrib- 
ed ſuch a Form of Words. 


Deliver us, we beſeech.'p. 81. 
y A $ the words Precepts ſalutaribus 110- 


niti,” &c, are a Preface to the Pater 
nofter, 
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' poſter ; ſo theſe words Libera nos, 8c. are 
as it were an Epilogue, or rather a con- 
tinuation of the fame Pater nofter. For 
Amen is 'not anſwer'd by the People at 
the end of the Pater nofter : And this far- 
ther,Petirion or Prayer,iso beg of God 
the Father Peace and Reconciliation,b 
the interceſſion of all his Saints, but ſo 
as by the Mediation of Chriſt his Son, 
ſaying, Through our Lord. Peace 1s the 
compleating of all Gods Bleſſings, and 
is in oppoſition to the War cauſed by 
fin, between God and Man. Neverthe- 
leſs, we ſhall not enjoy full Peace, till 
we come to heavenly Hieruſalem, which 
1s interpreted the ./igbt of Peace. 

By Vis word Peace, 1s underſtood all 
things belonging to Salvation, faith the 
Learned Eſtins, Nomine pacis apud Hebreos, 
fere omne honum,&* quidquid ad ſalutem per- 
tinet, comprehenditur , Eſtits in cap. 2. Levit. 
And this Peace is the chief Effect, and 
the main Fruit of the Sacrifice of the 
Cros, in reconciling God and Man,and 
{ctling Peace between Heaven andEarth, 
divided by the fin of 4dam. In token of 
which Peace, .he makes the Sign of the 
Crols in kiſſing the Pater. | 

Now, to ſhew that this Peace is the 
main Fruit of the Sacrifice of the Croſs 

applied 
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applicd to us by that of the Altar ; it is 
manifeſt out of the Prophets, who fore- 
telling the coming of Chriſt, ſtile him 
Toe Prince of Peace, Iſa. 9. 6: And this 
Peace none could purchaſe for us or give 
to us, but Chriſt alone. This Peace 1t 
is which the Patriarchs ſo long ſighed 
after : Let the Mountains receive peace, Pf. 
7L. 3. This Peace it is which the Angels 
ſung at his Birth ; On Earth peace to men 
of good will, Luke 2. 14. This Peace it 
is which he gave to his Diſciples, as a 
pledge of his Loye before he went to his 
aſſion.; Peace I leave to you, my Peace 1 
ive t0you, John 14. 27. In fine, This 
eace It is which he gave them at his 
Reſurre&tion, as the hrſt effuſion of his 
Glory, and the greateſt reward: of all 
his Labors, ſaying thrice, Peace be to you, 
John 20. 19. | 
At laſt, the Prieſt ſuppoſing that God 

- will not deny us what we have beg'd of 
him in the Perſon, in the Name , and

The Peace of our Lord, p. 83. 


H ERE the Prieſt with one part of 
che Conſecrated Hoſt, makes three 
croſſes over the Chalice , ſaying at the 
ſame time, The Peace of our Lord be with 
you. With this ſolemn Bleffing of Peace 


_ over the People,repreſented by the Wa- 


ter in the Chalice, hedo's as it were ſeal 
up the Aftion of the Sacrifice. Thus 
Melchiſedec having offered his Sacrifice of 
Bread and Wine, blefſed 4brabam and 
all his Men, Gen. 14. 19. 


May this mixture, p. 83. 
ERE is a kind of a new Conſe- 


4I cration, ariſing from the exterior 
mingling of the Body and Blood of Chrift 
together, by the Prieſts putting a par- 
ticle of the Hoſt into the Chalice. 

Now this Conſecration is but an exte- 
rior kind of Myſterious SanCtification: : 
For in the Liturgy of the Apoſtle 
St. James, where this Ceremony is per- 
formed, we read theſe words , Uni- 

tum. 
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tum eft, & ſantificatum. As therefore by 
the firſt Conſecration,is {ignifi'd rhe My- 
ſtery of a Sacrifice, in theſeparation of 
the ſpecies, {o likewiſe in this ſecoad kind 


of Conſecration, is {ignify'd the'Nyſte-\ - 


ry of a Sacrament, in the conjunction of 
the ſame ſpecies. From this Commixtion 
then arifcth a new kind of Conſecration, 
in that the ſpecies, which-by-their diviſi- 
on repreſented the Death and Paſhon of 
Chril , do now by their conjuriction-re- 
preſent his Reſurre&ion, where his 1a- 
cred Fleſh was again united to his ſacred 
Blood, Amalarizs, 1. 3.c. 31. 

This new Conſecration ſignifies not 
only the Reſurreftion of Chriſt ; but 
likewiſe that of the Faithful,(repreſent- 
ed by the Water mixt with the Wine 
in the Chalice,) to whom he hath pro- 
miſed Glory and Immortality. For the 
chief cffe&t of this Celeſtial Food, isto 
preſerve us from eternal Death; and aſ- 
ſure us of Life ;, He #hat'eats my fleſh, faith 
Chriſt, ſball Ire for ever, John, 6.55--In 
theſe words Chriſt engageth himſelf by 
a ſolemn Promiſe, to raiſe us from the 
Dead, by eating; this ever to be adored 
Fleſh, and for this reaſon, the Holy: Fa- 
thers call ir ſometimes the Seedief. Im- 


-mortality , ſometimes the Earneſt of 
| Glory, 
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Glory, and ſometimes the Antidote a- 
gainſt Death. | 


. Now, the Myſtery ſanctify'd-by this 
Commixtion, was figured in the, Old 
Law;by a ſprig of Hyfop dipt in the Blood 
of the Paſchal Lamb,with which all that 
were marked, were preſery'd from tem- 
poral Death, Exod. 12. 22.

For all 
the Prayers in the Sacrifice were direct- 
cd to God the Father,whereas now they 
areall direfted to Chriſt his bleſſed Son, 

For as much as fin 1s the obſtacle to 
the blefied Life we expect, the Prieſt in 
thenarne of all the People,acknowledg- 
ing that we are never without fin in this 
Lite, that it is Chriſt who takesit away, 

| implores 
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implores his divine Mercy, by this At 
of Adoration and Penance,of which the 
Preacher John the Baptiſt gave-us afſu- 
ratice, when he ſaid ,, Behold the Lamb of 
God, behold him who takes away the (ins of 
the World, John 1. 29. ; 
Innocency then is the firſt diſpoſition 
in order to the worthy cating of this 
Food of Angels. And this was figured 
tous in the Unleavened Bread, command- 
ed by God to be caten with the Fleſh of 
the Paſchal Lamb, Exod. 12.8. For leven 
is a ſymbol of Sin and Malice, as S.Paul 
himſelf hath explained it, ſaying, Let 
ns feaſt PR_ not inthe leaven of corrup- 
tion and malice, but in the azims of ſincerity 
and truth, 1 Cor. 5. 7. But the Paſchal 
Lamb was not caten with unleayened 
Bread only, but with Wild Lettuces al- 
ſo,Ex0d.12.8. to ſignifi to usthe whol- 
ſome bitterneſs of Penance, wherewith 
the Faithful are to prepare themſelves 
tothe Communion, cleanſing our Souls 
by Penance, from the ſinful Humors ga--. 
thered together in our Hearts , by the 
diſorders of our Lives ; Ut ipſa amaritudo 
penitentie, abſtergat a ments ſtomacho, per- 
ver(z bumorem vite, St, Greg, Hom.1 2. 
This Purity of Conſcicnce required 


for the due receiving of the Vir -— 
cſh 
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Fleſh of Chriſt, was further pointed out 
to us in the Fall of the Manna. For we 
read in the Holy Scripture, that there 
fell inthe night a Dew upon the Field , 
and upon that Dew the Manna : Dew lay 
round about the Camp, Exod.-15. 13. This 
Dew was like a clean Linnen to receive 
it, that it might not be ſoiled in falling 
upon the ground. By this Dew is repre- 
ſented Gods Grace, and by the Manna 
the ſacred Body of Chrilt recciy'd up- 
On 1t, | 


Prayer for Peace. 
Lord Teſu Chriſt, p. 83. | 


ERE the Prieſt ſays a Prayer to beg 
Peace, Charity, and Union with 
our Neighbor , according to that of our 
Saviour, Be thou reconciled to thy Brother , 
before thou comeſt to the Altar, Mat. 5. 25. 
And the fign of his Brotherly Charity 
isa Kils given to the Deacon at Higb-Maſs, 
and which he ſhould give to the reſt of 
the Faithful with a Pax. 

St. Chryſoſtom gives a good reaſon for 
this Ceremony ; It x, ſaith he, becauſe 
we are the Temples of Chriſt, and thefore do 
we kiſs the door of the Temple, Hom. 3. 1n 
Ep. 2. ad Cor. This

This charitable Diſpoſition was in- 
comparably well figured out to us, in 
the Fews eating the Bowels of the Paſchal 
Lamb,Exod. 12.9. For the Bowels de- 
note tous the tender love of Charity we 
ought to have for our Neighbor, and 
which: St. Paul bore to the Philippians , 
when he ſaid, I cover, you all in the: Bowels 
of Chriſt, Philip. 1.8. The Bowels are 
not only the ſymbol and ſeat of Love , 
but that of moſt tender Love,which Mo- 
thers have for their Children. 

In Maſſes for the Dead, the Pax is not 
given, becauſe the Dead being no more 
among us, we-need not pray that we 
may live in Peace with them. 


Prayer for Remiſſion of Sins. 
Lord TFeſu Chriſt, Son, p. 85. 


BE this Prayer the Prieſt beſeeches 
Chriſt to ſtrike in him an holy fear, 
that he my not raſhly approach this 
Sacred Table, without ſuch preparati- 
ons as becomes his divine Majelty. 
Holy Hiſtory tells us, 2 Kings 6. 7. 
That David being reſolved to bring the 
Ark of the Covenant into his City, and 
*'haying, to that end, placed it upon a 
Chariot, 
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Chariot, where through the unrulineſs 
of the Beaſts, being ready to fall, Oza 
ſtanding by, ſtrerch'd outehis hand to 
uphold it; but God immediately pu- 
" niſhed him for his raſhneſs, ſuper remert- 
tate, he falling down dead in the place. 
Now the remembrance of this and the 
like puniſhments, ſtrikes a juſt fear in- 
to holy Souls, and makes the Prieſt-to 
beg, that he may be delivered from all 
dangers, confidering the diſproportion 
between the Purity of his Heart, and 
that of this dreadful Hoſt. 


Ad of Fear:and Hope. 


Let not the Participation, P. SJ5. 


I this Prayer the Pricſt begs of Chrif, 
that he may not by abuling his Sacred 
Body, incur the heavy Judgments he 
lays upon thoſe that contemn the moſt 
dreadtul of our Myſteries. 

We have a lively Figure of ſuch ahu- 
ſes in the Old Law , where the human 
Hopes and Truſt, repoſed by the Fews 
in the Ark of the Covenant, ſets forth to 
us the manner of many Chriſtians deal- 
ing with the Bleſſed Euchari/f, For in 
| the Firſt Book of vie Chap. 4. we 


rcad , 
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read, That the Jews finding themſelves 
defeated by the Philifiines., the Elders of 
the People ſaid among themſelves, #by 
hath the Lord ſtruck us by the hands of the 
Philiſtines * Let ws have the Ark of the Co- 
venant broug ht among us, that it may pre- 
ſerve us from our Enemies, 1 Kings 4. 2. 
Hereupon they cauſed it to be brought 
into the Camp; nevertheleſs the Ark 
it ſelf with the rwo Prieſts that brought 
it, was taken, the Jews again defeated, 


and thirty thouſand of them ſlain upon 


the place. 

Now theſe unexpe&ted misfortunes 
befel the Fews for her making uſe of 
the Arkasan ordinary thing , and not 
as the :T hrone of the Livin God : And 
becauſe they did not humble themſelves 
after their firſt defeat, nor had recourſe 
to Prayer and Faſting, as Heſter and Ju- 
dith had in the like occaſions. Finally, 
Becauſe they never conſulted the Ponrtifs 
and Prophets, to know whether God 
would be pleaſed todeliver them by this 
or by ſome oth:zr means. Not unlike 
to thoſe Fews,there are too many. among 
Chriftians, that abuſe the Holy Euchariſt 
under pretence of revecrencing it. They 
ſecmingly bear a great reſpe&t ro Chriſt, 
and dctire his Preſence to defend them 
again] 
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againſt their ſpiritual Enemies ; but 
they negle@ to prepare themſelves wor- 
thily for his coming, by avoiding all 

dangerous occaftons of di{pleating him , 

by repreſſing their Paſſions and virious 
Habits, and by deploring their ſins be- 
ore him. 

As for the two Prie##s, it is marked in 
Sacred Scripture, that they were wicked 
and coyctous, and ſought more to pleaſe 
the People than God : And indeed, we 
ſee they did countenance: and authorize 
the Peoples delire in bringing to them 
the. Ark. Thoſe blind and ſelf-intereſſed 
Prieſts, led this blind and careleſs Peo- 
ple. The one and the other put their 
cruſt in the Ark, and the one and the 0- 
ther arcovercomeand {lain at laſt. Thus 
are painted to us the ſad Succeſſes of in- 


diſcreet and raſh Communions.

Ere the Prieſt refle&s on the hum- 

ble Faith of the Centurion, how ac- : 
ceptable,it was to Chritt, when offering 
to yilit him, he replied, Lord, I am not 
worthy, 8c. intimating therein the ex- 
ample of David, when he ſaid, How ſhall 
the Ark of our Lord come unto me ? 2 Kings 
I 2 G. 9. 
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G. 9. ſhewing by theſe their words, that 
in this high Myſtery our Underſtanding 
muſt .become the Yi#im of our Faith. 
This Heroic Act of Faith was tipified 
in the Fews cating the Head of the Paſ- 
chal Lamb, Exod: 12. 8. For the Head of 
Chriſt, * God, ſaith St. Gregory ; ſo that to 
eat the Head of the Lamb, u to conſider with 
a lively Faith,that Chriſt « God, Hom:22. 
in Evang. And therefore with profound 
reverence doth the Prieſt ſay, Lord, 1 
am not worthy. '

| E are now come to the aCtual 
receiving of the Body and Bloog 

of Chriſt, which is a Feaſt whereunto 
the Faithful are invited, as toan Earneſt 
of that heavenly Banquet , which the 
bleſſed enjoy above. David, when he 
. received the Ark of the Covenant into his 
Houſe, with joy , Cum gaugio, 2 Kings 
16. 12. And Zacheus, who received the 
Son of God with the like joy, Excepit 
alum gaudens,[ ke 19. 6. are the Pictures 
of thoſe holy Souls, who Fonda of 
their 
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their own unworthineſs, do humbly re- 
ceive and feed upon this Bread of Angels : 
For my Fl:ſh is meat indeed, ſaith our Sa- 
viour, Fobn 6. 5G. 

Now the chief effeCt of this Celeſtial 
Food,is to unite the Faithful with Chrif, 
and the Faithful among themſelves, tor 
by the Euchariſt our Souls are eſpouſed 
tro Chriſt, and we become Fleſh of his 
Fleſh ; He that eateth my Fleſh,and drinketh 
y Blood, abideth in me, and I in him, John 
6. 57. And by this wonderful deſign of 
Chriſt, breathing nothing but Unity , 
he alſo mutually unites the Faithful one 
to another , how different ſoever they 
may be in their Conditions or Intereſts; 
for ſince they all eat the ſame divine 
Food, which hath a miraculous Power 
to change and convert them into it ſelf; 
it communicates to them ſuch an Union 
as compoſed all their Differences. 

This double Union is excellently fi- 
ured by the Bread and Wine ; the one 
made up of | many Grains of Corn, the 
other of many Grapes of the Vine. And 
Abraham with his Family are the firſt 
mentioned in Scripture , that received 
the Communion «nder the ſpecies of Bread 
and Wine, Gen. 14. 19.

Anſwering to what was done by the 
Fews in the Old Law, -atter their 
eating of the Paſchal Lamb,

Of the Poſt-Communion in general. 


HE Communion being ended , 

follows the Thankſgiving,which 

isthe laſt part of the Maſs, and 
begins at the Verſicle called the Commu- 
zion ; becauſe of old, it was ſung whilſt 
the People did receive. 

As it 1s not ſufficient for the nouriſh- 
ment of Mans Body, that he eat ordina- 
ry Bread, and let it down into, his Sto- 
mach , unlets it be alſo digeſted by his 
natural Heat, and turned into - Sub- 

ance : 
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ſtauce : So it 1s not enough to cat and rc- 
ceive into his Stomach this Bread of An- 
gelscome down from Heaven, unleſs ir 
be in ſome meaſure ſpiritually digeſted 
by the heart of Charity; that fo it may 
transform the Chriſtian, and make him 
become as it were another Chriſt, 
David once complained,that his Heart 
was dry'd up like Graſs cutin a Field ; 
Becauſe, faith he, 1 have forgot to eat my 
Bread; he doth not ſay, becauſe I have 
forgot to take it, but to cat my Bread : 7 
have forgotten to eat my Bread, Plal.101.5. 
For Pcople often take this ſacred Bread, 
but do not eat it : That is, they make it 
not paſs into the nutriment of their 
Souls. When Chriſt faid to the Apo- 
itles, Take and eat, he ſeems to intimate 
thereby, that many would receive it , 
who would not cat it in the ſenſe above- 
ſaid. | 
Now to the cnd this divine Food may 
become more effeEtually the Suſtenance 
of our Sanls , we ought to have greater 
reverence towards it, after we have re- 
ceived it,than before we aCtually receive 
it. Butby a ſtrange abuſe, the contra- 
ry is frequently done ; for too many af- 
ter they have received it,think no more 
of it. In which they do like him that 
I4 ſhould 
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ſhould make great preparations to en- 
tertain a Prince at his Houſe, and when 
he is once entred, ſhould leave him there 
alone without attending upon, or ſhew- 
_ing him the leaſt reſpeCt. 

| We ſhould carefally conſider what 
St. Bonaventure and other Fathers re- 
mark; That to receive unworthily, is 
not only to receive the Body of Chriſt 
in mortal fin , but likewiſe not to re- 
. ccive it with that reverence and attenti- 
on that is due to it. Nor 1s this reve- 
rence to be given for the moment only 
of our receiving, or for the time that 
precceds the Communion, but we ought 
in all our following Actions to demean 
our ſelves, as having in ſome degrees 
b-en made partakers of this unſpeaka- 
ble Myſtery. 

And of this comportment and recol- 
leftion, the Manna, (which fell notup- 
on the Sabbath day) was a Figure ; God 
commanding "the Jews to remain at 
home : Let each Man tarry with bimſelf , 
Exod. 16. 29. By which Figure we are 
inſtracted,thart at leaſt for theday of our 
receiving this heavenly Gift, we ought 
to remain at home ; that is, to lay aide 
all worldly Cares, and apply our ſelyes 
interiorly to the Meditation of this di- 
'vine Myſtery. THE 
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THE ANTHEM,

T= Anthem is uſually a Verſicle of 
a Pſalm, ſung ina cheerful Tune, 
while the Prieſt and the People are re- 
ceiving the blefſed Communion, whence 
it takes its denomination of Commu- 


' nion. 


Now.the reaſon why this Anthem is 
ſung in a cheerful Tune, is, to expreſs 
the joy and tranſports of a Soul ſitting 
at this heavenly Banquet, and reliſhing 
the ſweetneſs of this divine Food, figu- 
red by the Manna, which Scripture tells 
us, to have had the taſt of Hony, Exod. 
16.31. Yet none but perfect Souls do 
relith this ſweetneſs, which is therefore 
{tiled by St. Fobn, the bidden Manna, A- 
pocal. 2. 17. 

The cheerful Tune of this Anthem is 
figur'd to usin the ſecond Book of Kings, 
where it 1s ſaid of David, that when he 
brought the Ark of the Covenant into his 
City, he danced before it *with all his 
force : He did dance with all his-might be- 
fore our Lord, 2 Kings 6. I4. This My- 
ſterious Dance, _ a great Doctor o*

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the Chutch , is an admirable Piture of 
a Chriſtian Life. For as in Dancing, all 
the Steps are otder'd according to the 
Tune and Cadence of the Muſic; fo in 
a Chriſtian Life, all the Steps are to be 
orderd according to the ſound and har- 
mony of the Word of God, as being the 
rule of our Lives; the Scripture ſaying, 
that God directs the Steps of Man ; The 
ſteps of Men ſhall be direfted with our Lord , 
Pal. 36. 32. 


The - Poſt-Communion. Pp. 8g. 


Jr is the public Prayer ſaid after 
the Communion , in Praiſe and 
Thankſgiving to God tor all the Bleſ- 
{ings we have received. This is done in 
imitation of Chriſt himfelf , of whom 
the Evangeliſts write, That after the 
Communion ar his laſt Supper, he ſang 
a Canticle of Thankſgiving: And an 
Hymn being ſaid, Mat. 20. 30. 

This was the cuſtom of the Fews, as 
- welearn it. out of their Ritual and Li- 
rargical Books; for after they had eaten 
the Paſchal Lamb, they paſſed a' good 
part ofthe Night in finging Pſalms to- 


ern. And as for the Canticle or - 


falms, which they ſung after this my- 
ſterious 
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ſterious Supper, Baronius ad An. 34. Bru- 
genſir;, and others hold that it was the 
tix Plalms that bear the Title of  Alle- 
liia.

Song or Veſpers,is but an cxtention of the 
Poſt-Communion. And therefore on Eaſter 
Eve, inſtead of the Poſt-Communion, 1m- 
mediatly after the Communionin the Maſs, 
te Miſſa eft, is ſaid after Even-Song. 

By what hath been ſaid,we may learn 
how to hear Even-Song with the ſamg 
intention the Church had in ordaining 
it; that is, to mind and praiſe God for 
the Grace and Bleſſings we have received 
in the Sacramental or Spiritual Commu= 
nion.

in the next Life a clear viſion ot the 
ſame Myſteries , by virtue of the Bleſs 
{ed Sacrament, received here on Earth. 
As allo it 1s read in imitation of that 
excellent Diſcourſe which Chriſt made 
to his Apoſtles atter he had given them 
the Holy Communion, to-{ignifie, that

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Souls as well as his Body , becauſe he 
joyned theſe two together. 

This our purchaſe of Heaven, after 
this Life, was notably figured to us by 
Mount Horeb, where the poor perſecuted 
Elias arrived at laſt, by the refreſhment 
he received from a ſmall Cake, and a 
Pot of Water brought by an Angel , 
while he lay ſleeping under a Juniper 
Tree, 2 Kings 49.6. This Trayel of E- 
Jias, even to Mount Horeb, may {tgnifie 
the Progreſs we are to make by holy 
Deſires and good Works, even to the 
top of Chriſtian PerfeCtion. But in 
this Pilgrimage our true Bread and 
Suſtenance is the Body of our SaVOur , 

iven us by his Angels, that is, by his 
Prieſts. And the dew of Gods Grace , 
is that which 1s {fi2nified by the Pot of 
Warter given to Elias with his Cake. 

St. Auſtin, as grave Authors afſi1re us, 
uſed to ſay, _T hat this Goſpel ſhould be 
Writ in Golden Letters , and be placed 
in ſome eminent place of cycry Church. 
And accordingly the Primitive Chri- 
ſtians were wont to carry it tied about 
their Necks, as another Symbol of their 
Faith, and as a Spell againit the malice

QUESTION. 
Which # the beſt way of hearins Maſs? 


F you as& me , which of all the 
ſeveral ways of hearing Mas, is the 
3 beſt?I will cell you in a word, That 
the beſt way is that which is molt con- 
formable to the intent of the Church , 
and to the end for which the Sacrifice of 
the Maſs was ordain'd. This is plain to 
all ; nevertheleſs, 1 ofier it not as of my 
own, but I have it from the pious and 
learned Rodrigues, who in the Second 
Part of his Chr:tian Perfeion,Chap. XV. 
treats of this matter in theſe words, 

We maſt ſuppoſe two things, ſays he, 
1. That Maſs 3 nct only a Remembrance and 
Repreſentation of Chriſts Paſſion on the Croſs 
for our fins, but it zs really the ſame as it was 
then, and of the ſame virtue and price. 2.That 
though none but the Prieſt heal in this Sa- 
crifice, and that be alone offers it, neverthc= 
leſs all they that aſſiſt thereat, offer it alſo 
conjointly with him. That being granted, 1 
ſay, the beſt way to hear Maſs, 1s to join with 
the Prieſt in this Sacrifice, and to follow him 
attentively

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attentively in all what he do's; being fully 
perſuaded of this tr#th, that we are all met 
together then, not only to. hear Maſs, but al- 
ſo to offer conjointly with him,the adorable Sa- 
crifice of Chriſts Body and Blocd. T ſay, that 
the Sacrifice of the Maſs # offer d up for all 
the Aſſiſtants ; the beſ# ſort of Devotion 
therefore we can have at that time, x, to be 
very mindful of what the Prieſt either do's or 
ſays, and to ſay and do on our ſide the (ame 
things, as far as we can. 

Nothing 1s more rational than this 
concluſion ; for the Sacrifice being com- 
mon to the People with the Prielt, who 
ſees not plainly , that the intention of 
the Church is to joyn,as Hugo of S.Victor 
fays, our Heart with the Voice of the 
Prieit ? And tooffter the ſame Sacrifice, 
we mu't ſay the ſame things. _ 

Wherefore, of ſeveral forts of Devo- 
tions which may be practiſed during 
the Holy Maſs, Rodrigues relates but 
Three. 1. Tothink of Chriſt; Paſhon. 
2. To offer and to ſacrifice with the 
Prieſt. 3. To receive, at leaſt ſpiritually, 
whilſt the Prieſt receives. Bur he pre- 
fers the ſecond manner before the firſt , 
and that indeed with reaſon ; becauſe,rhe 
Maſs being the true Sacrifice of Religion, 
we mult renew it, and offer, it up to on 
vols 
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the Father. So that they who ſpend the 
time of Maſs in other Deyotions than 
that of the Sacrifice, ſuch as are the ſay- 
ing of the Beads-, or. reading Pſalms , 
ſeem to {werve farther from the Spirit 
of the Church, and the end of the Sacri- 
fice. Not that they are cenſured as if 
they did 111, but we ſpeak here of what 
might be done for the belt. 

'The Holy Ghoſt knowing the weak- 
neſs of Man, who knows neither how, 
nor what to-pray for, hath inſpired the 
Church with the Prayers of her Liturgy, 

her Ceremonies, and her Order. Thus 
teaching the Children by the Mother , 
whar they muſt think ot, and beg for , 
to perform worthily the molt excellent 
| of their Prayers. The common People 
could ſcarce tell how to repreſent to 
themſelves Chrilts Paſhon, to renew his 
| Sacrifice. They would not know when 
| | to Imble themſelves, to Pray, to praiſe 
» | W09, to give Thanks, nor to offer for 
2 | their own Neceffities,did not the Church 
, | furniſh chem with Words in the mourh 
- | of the Prieſt, and Matter to meditate 
» | upon, whillt the Prieſt ſpeaks and acts 
c | in their common Name. 

, | Again, The Church forbids to call a- 
d f ny Maſs peculiar, becauſe all is there in 
com- 
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common : ?*Tis therefore her intention 
that all do there the ſame thing with 
the ſame mind. Whence it is, that a 
great Archbiſhop of Rowen , who affiſt- 
c& at the Council-of Trent, fays, There is 
no peculiar Sacrifice; *tw offer d for all the 
Church. As often as the Prieſt ſays, Let us 
pray, 't# to admoniſh you to renew your at- 
rention, . and to join with. him in the ſuit 
which you make by him. *Tis not at that time 
ſeaſonable to have peculiar Prayers, All kind 
of Prayers muſt ceaſe when the Prieſt prays , 
and offers up the Sacrifice for all, You muſt 
be attentive to the Prayer which he 1s makin 
to'God, both for you, and for all that are there 
preſent ;, and that you think of the Sacrifice 
#n offering both it and your ſelf by the Prief, 
in the ſpirit and union of the Church. 

This holy Prelate could not expreſs 
himſelf in plainer terms, of what he 
_ held with the whole Church, to be the 

belt way of hearing Mais. Nevertheleſs 
we mult not think that either theſe tw 
pious Authors, nor thoſe who are of 


their mind , condemn others of fin , 


who m_y at Maſs with Picty and Re-

ycrence,) tollow not the Prayers of the 


Prieſt , but ſay other particular Devo- 
tions, which have no report with what
